Applicants argument that claims 27, 36 and 37 are generic to the species indicated in the office 
action mailed 8/1 3/03 points out that the species should be otherwise delineated. The delay is regretted. . 
The restriction in the office action between species one through 4 is withdrawn. The claims are restricted 
as indicated below. 



This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: the first species wherein polysilicon is oxidized under conditions that reduce redeposition of 
volatilized metal and the second species wherein a gate stack is etched under conditions that reduce 
redeposition of volatilized metal. In the event that applicant elects the first species further restriction is 
required as follows: the first subspecies wherein the conditions comprise presence of a gaseous F 
containing compound and the second subspecies wherein the conditions comprise presence of a solid F 
containing compound. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the 
merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 
claims 9,11,14,1718,19,21 and 22 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is 
considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to 
additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed
